Yet, Henry Ford is the only 
captain of industry in the 
country who seems willing to 
meet the government more 
than half way in disposing of 
it. 

In the event that the Ford 
offer is rejected, and no com- 
promise can be reached in re- 
gard to the Gorgas plant, the 
government may be compelled 
to complete and operate the 
Muscle Shoals project. There 
dosen’t seem to be any other 
way out of the difficulty. I 
would be an economie crime to 
abandon property that cost 
$100,000,000 and forego the 
tremendous opportunities for 
industrial. expansion which lie
